And so, as the curtain goes up, 
it seems appropriate to pass along 
to you some of the amusing 
dialogue heard and overheard at 
one Cape Cod summer theater by 
yr. obdt. servant in the not so long 
ago. 

No, madam, | don’t work for 
any summer theater, although once 
upon a time when I| was younger 
and stronger (and thus more able to 
cope with those amazing and amus- 
ing creatures known as actors, 
actresses and musicians) | did 
thump a tub or two for a playhouse. 

No, madam, a tub thumper is 
not a bongo player. He’s a public 
relations expert (???) who prepares 
advertising, promotes publicity, 
entertains the press, hands out 
passes, takes in tickets and walks 
dogs for has-been Hollywood stars. 
Whatever | was, I’m no longer con- 
nected with any institution of 
higher entertainment on Cape Cod, 
but in bygone summers | have 
worked with, on and for some 100 
odd (take that any way you want) 
performers, most of whom were a 
pleasure to meet and to know. For 
Instances. 

Darren McGavin, the person- 
able star of films and TV, had con- 
siderable misgivings about return- 
ing to the Cape one year when 
offered a nice, round sum fora 
repeat performance at our theater. 
When our booking agent asked 
about his hesitation in signing for 
another appearance here, he 
explained like so: 

‘Well, as you know, | played 
there last summer. Exactly nine 
months later my wife gave birth to 
a baby boy, our fourth child. 
Frankly, if | come again | think | 
should have some sort of guarantee 
in my contract.” 

McGavin calls everybody 
‘““‘Chum”’ (everybody except girls, 
that is). He called me that so often 
one week that | thought he couldn't 
remember my name. | learned dif- 


ferently one evening after a show 
when | inadvertently introduced 
him to someone as Gavin McDar- 
ren. He turned on me, quick as a 
flash, and said, ‘What did you say 
your name was — O’Brien?” 

All the humor | happened upon 
during my summers in the theater 
didn’t come from big-name stars 
only. You probably won't believe 
this, but it’s true. One week | had 
to play nursemaid to a well-stacked 
but scatter-brained ingenue who 
griped about everything — the size 
of her motel room, the size of her 
part, the size of her picture in the 
paper, the size of her billing in the 
Playbill. One matinee afternoon she 
switched into my office and asked 
if | had any aspirin tablets for her 
“terrific headache.” 

‘“‘Humph,’’ she said when | 
handed her a couple. ‘’Small, aren’t 
they?” 

And you, the readers of the 
Playbill, often provide humor, too. 
Years ago | received a telegram 
from a year-round Cape Codder 
who was then vacationing in Florida 
for the winter. She was what we call 
a matinee ‘‘regular’’ who always 
bought a season ticket and always 
complained about the location of 
her seat. 

Her wire read: ‘‘Mrs. John 
Jones, Seat C-11, passed away yes- 
terday. Please reserve her place for 
me this coming season.”’ 

And then there was the chroni- 
cally late matinee ticket buyer who 
would rush around the lobby trying 
to swap tickets with people so she 
could sit with the friend she always 
brought with her but couldn’t get 
an adjoining seat for. I’ll never for- 
get the day she attempted this ma- 
neuver by raising her hand holding 
a ticket high above the crowded 
lobby and bellowing, P on the aisle, 
P on the aisle!”’ 

Going back to a big name for 
our grand finale, here’s one about 
Hermione Gingold. She was as

What ever happened to dessert? 

Once upon atime, every restaurant 
produced a remarkable array of goodies 
to end the meal with a flourish. Is it 
the influence of the weight-watchers, 
who would like to impose their stan- 
dards on everyone? Or the result of 
apathy on the part of the average diner? 

There are a few of us left who turn 
to the dessert selections first. (In fact 
people with a real sweet tooth start at 
the sweet end of the menu and work 
back to the appetizer.) 

It is most discouraging these days 
to find that in many places the most 
imaginative dessert is apple or pecan 
pie (frequently not even homemade) or 
an ice cream parfait — the more 
elegant-sounding version of a sundae, 
served in tall glasses. 

So OK, you dessert-lovers! If your 
mouth is watering for something differ- 
ent — something you cannot possibly 
get at home — this is for you. Come 
along with me and savor a few divine 
concoctions. 

It’s usually the ‘‘continental’’ 
restaurant that offers the best variety of 
sweets. But when | think of desserts, 
one place that comes instantly to mind 
specializes in New England cuisine. It’s 
the Bishop’s Terrace in West Harwich. 
The Terrace serves a creation called Ter- 
race Delight. And super delightful it is! 

Consisting of three layers of me- 
ringue separated by layers of whipped 
cream and crushed peanut brittle, this 
was created, I’m sure, to please the 
angels. 

Another ‘‘American”’ restaurant 
serving a spectacular dessert is Patti’s 
Rib House in West Dennis. Their spe- 
cialty, Baked Alaska (Patti’s style) is 
huge and more a pie than a puff. Their 
own white cake is covered with vanilla 
ice cream, piled high with a creamy 
meringue and sauced with strawberries. 

Northport Restaurant in North 
Chatham has delicious pies. In fact 
Northport opened its own bakery 
several years back because they had so 
many requests for their confections. 
Their ‘‘mile-high’’ lemon chiffon and 
meringue pies are my favorites. 


When it comes to creations of 
sugar, eggs, butter and cream, the 
French take a back seat to to one. And 
here on Cape Cod they have certainly 
not lost their touch. 

Two of my favorite endings are 
found at Chillingsworth in East Brew- 
ster. The velour au chocolat is a 
heavenly rich chocolate pastry with 
chocolate cream. And the dacquoise is 
a superb creation of two layers of 
almond-flavored meringue between 
which is a layer of coffee butter cream. 
On top is sprinkled shaved chocolate 
and confectioners’ sugar. 

If these don’t overwhelm you, go 
ahead and think about a light and lovely 
praline souffle served at Mediterranee 
in Truro! 

Anyone with a sweet tooth must 
have heard of baklava, the marvelous 
Greek dessert of phyllopastry, honey 
and walnuts. A very good one is served 
at the Paddock in Hyannis where a 
knowledgeable Greek is in charge. 

The Austrians and Germans have 
always been noted for their fine pastries 
and tortes. The places on Cape Cod 
serving Bavarian foods are no excep- 
tions to this reputation. 

In Brewster, the Inn of the Golden 
Ox will satisfy your cravings for some- 
thing sweet with their marvelous sacher 
torte mit schlag. . .a dark, rich choco- 
late cake served with whipped cream. 
An apfelkuchen (apple cake) is also 
served with sweet whipped cream. 

A glorious mocha walnut torte is 
found at the Austro-Hungarian Dining 
Room in West Harwich, as is an equally 
marvelous chocolate almond torte. Ifa 
Camel cigaret used to be worth a miles 
walk, this certainly is worth a ten-mile 
stint. 

Gitta Dano, owner of this charming 
restaurant, has generously permitted us 
to share her recipe for this fabulous 
finale. (And incidentally, she had just 
published a booklet of her recipes from 
the restaurant which is available there 
or by mail for $2.25)
